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CARS CRASH IN WESTCHESTER HOW STANFORD FELL 


At Least 20 Hurt, Two Women Se- 
riously, at a Switching Point. 


A crowded trolley car of the Westches- 
{ter Line crashed at full speed into a 
; Standing Williamsbridge trolley car at 
| Tremont Avenue and 179th Street just 
{after 10 o’clock last night. The West- 
; chester car smashed its own front plat- 
| form and the rear platform of the Will- 
iamsbridge car, broke every pane of glass 
in both cars, flung its passengers off their 
feet, pinned the conductor of the Will- 
famsbridge car between the door at the 
rear platform and the dashboard, and se- 
verely injured Mrs. Willlam J, Carson, 
of 2,808 Grand Avenue, who was @ pas- 
senger on the Williamsbridge car. She 
{received possible internal injuries. 

At least twenty other passengers on 
the Westchester car were slightly in- 
jured, but refused medical assistance. 
Even Mrs. Carson insisted on going 
home. Miss Ellen Lindeman of 833 Bush- 
wick Avenue, Brooklyn, was more se- 
verely injured than most of the others, 
but she refused medical ald. A seven- 
year-old girl named Huber, living at 509 
East 102d Street, was also slighty in- 
jured. Traffic was suspended for half 
an hour while the cars were being pulled 
apart. 

The colilsion was on the east-bound 
track. The Westchester car had just 
returned from a trip to Westchester Vil- 
lage. At One Hundred and Seventy- 
ninth Street and Tremont Avenue there 
is a switch used to send the Westchester 
cars back to Westchester Village on the 
east track. The Westchester car took 
the switch at full speed. 

On the track, not far from the switch, 
lay the Williamsbridge car awaiting the 
signal to start. 

In the crash of the falling glass came 
screams from the women. Ambulance 
calls were turned in to Fordham Hos- 
pital, and Dr. Heintz responded.

ROOSEVELT AFTER 1908. 


To Keep on Battling for Economic Re- 
forms—May Enter Cabinet. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, April 29, — President 
Roosevelt will not retire from public life 
when his Administration ends, and it does 
not seem likely that he will have any 
difficulty in finding a place wherein to 
continue his labors. He intends to keep 
on battling for the rest of his life for 
the economic reforms on which his heart 
is set, and of which his demand for rail- 
road rate regulation and suggestions for 
an inheritance tax are only the first 
steps. 

A report is current here that if the 
next Presidential election turns out to the 
President’s liking he would be invited to 
become Secretary of State, the Panama 
Canal being transferred to the jurisdic- 
tion of the State Department. No work 
would be more satisfactory to the Presi- 
dent than bringing to a successful finish 
the great enterprise which was begun 
under him. Such an arrangement, it is 
paid, is likely to be made if Seoretar 
Taft, or any other person who stands 
as flatly as he does for all the Roose- 
velt policies, ‘should become President, 
Mr. Roosevelt’s influence in such an Ad- 
ministration would not be ‘much less 
than that of the new President himself, 


MUENTER NOT YET FOUND. 


Harvard Instructor, Wanted for Wife 
Murder, Still at Large. 


CAMBRIDGE, Mass., April 29.—EHrich 
Muenter, the Harvard instructor in Ger- 
man who is wanted by the Cambridge po- 
lice in connection with the recent death 
of his wife, is still to be found. I. was 
learned by the police to-day, however, 
thet Muenter visited his mother and a 
sister in Monravia, Cal., a town about 
twenty-five miles from Los Angeles, 
shortly after he left Chicago on April 20. 

Miss Bertha Muenter, a sister of the 
instructor, arrived in Cambridge from 
Chicago to-day, and went direct to the 
Muenter home, at 107 Oxford Street. She 
rang the bell and the call was answered 
by two police Inspectors, who were In 
possession of the house, and a student, 
F. E. Bryant, who had rooms in the 
house. 

The Inspectors informed Miss Muenter 
of the charge of murder preferred against 
her brother, and it is said that the young 
woman became hysterical. She was ta- 
ken to the home of Mrs. Derrick, the

Windber Union and Non-Union Men

Took Oil Away from Dangerous Fire— 
Refining Plant Partly Destroyed. 


ELIZABETH, N. J., April 29.—The fire 
at the Bay Way Refining Company's 
plant at Elizabethport burned fiercely 
from midnight until 5 o’clock this morn- 

ling. The large receiving station, the 
| power house, the office building, and the 
| large wharf and warehouse on the wharf 
| were destroyed. Six oil tanks blew up, but 
eighteen metal tanks remained standing. 
| The burning oil flowed into Staten Island 
Sound, but the tide was running out, thus 
saving the water front at Elizabeth. 

The engineer of the Bay Way Refining 
Company, soon after the fire started, set 
the steam pipes going and pumped oil 
from six tanks into oil cars, which were 
hauled away to a place of safety by a 
locomotive whose engineer made a sensa- 
tional run through sheets of flame. The 
total loss is estimated at $100,000; in- 
surance about $75,000. 
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IN HEAPS OF RUINS 


Almost Utter Destruction of the 
University Buildings. 


ROCKED AS IN A GALE AT SEA 


The Shock Was One of the Severest on 
Record—Railroad Tunnels Now 
Corkscrew Shaped. 


From a Staff Correspondent. 

PALO ALTO, Cal., April 29.—To realize 
thoroughly the terrific force of the earth- 
quake of April 18 one must visit this 
Place, which is supposed to be only four 
miles from the centre of disturbance, 


It is this place that was chosen as the 
site of the Leland Stanford, Jr., Uni- 
versity, to the establishment and endow- 
ment of which one of the Jargest fort- 
unes ever amassed in America was almost 
all devoted. The university buildings 
cover an enormous area, and for its size 
the institution has been regarded as the 
most finely equipped and perfectly de- 
signed in the world. The buildings, all 
of red sandstone and of ‘“‘ mission” de- 
sign, were constructed specially with the 
view to withstanding earthquakes. The 
main quadrangle alone has a circumfer- 
ence of one mile, while in the grounds 
are dozens of buildings devoted to va- 
rious departments and to the general use 
of the university. 

A few yards from the Palo Alto station 
is the main entrance to the university 
grounds. It is—or rather was—a massive 
gateway of stone which cost $25,000. It 
is now a ruin, and the great dragons 
which surmounted it lie smashed to pieces 
on the ground. From this gateway leads 
an avenue of palms a mile Jong, ending 
in an immense memorial arch. This is 
an even worse wreck than the gateway, 
almost the entire top, with its finely 
carved frieze, having been demolished, 

Before examining the ‘university build- 
ings, when I arrived yesterday, I made 
a detour, in order to se the monuments 
in the grounds. The exquisite white mar- 
ble memorial to Henry Lathrop, Mrs. 
Stanford's brother, has been demolished, 
while a few yards away the mausoleum 
of the Stanford family shows not a crack. 

The first building reached was the mu- 
seum, a big structure with an elaborate 
facade. It has been frightfully damaged, 
the whole roof of the art gallery having 
fallen in and part of the roof of the other 
wing. Statues on the facade were thrown 
to the ground, while the figure of Guten- 
berg, whioh stood befcre the entrance, is 
now represented by the pedestal and a 
pair of shoes. 

Of another building, devoted to the de- 
partment of chemistry, the entire centre 
is a wreck. Even the main flight of 
steps of solid stone has been torn away 
as though mined and blown-=trp, 

Roble Hall, the female students’ dormi- 
tory, is in Mttle better shape. It is a 


three-story building, and the roof fell in, 
demolishing every tloor. Some girls were 
sleeping in the building, and it seems 
miraculous that none was killed. It is 
said that half a dozen girls fell clear from 
the top story to the basement. 

I next examined the gymnasium, just 
completed, and which never had been 
used. It is said to have been the finest 
building of its kind in existence, with 
many marble statues on the facade, and 
inside were immense baths and every con- 
ceivable convenience. It is an absolute 
ruin, not even the shell remaining. There 
is nothing to do there but to clear away 
the mountain of débris and build anew. 

A similar disaster befell another big 
new building, the library, which was also 
just completed and was about to be dedi- 
cated. This structure was surmounted 
by a beautiful gilded dome, and in de- 
sign was more elaborate than any other 
ot the university buildings, with the ex- 
ception of the chapel. Every penny spent 
on it is lost, and the work must be done 
all over again. 

The building devoted to zoology and 
physiology was not much damaged, the 
injury being confined to the facade. It 
was here that one of the most extraor- 
dinary phenomena connected with the 
earthquake occurred. A statue of Car- 
rara marble fell from a niche through 
the hard cement pavement, and was dug 
out of the ground without a crack cr 
scratch upon it. Workmen had just re- 
covered the figure when I arrived. 

I visited the home of the President of 
the university, Dr. David Starr Jordan, 
and went through the house, in which 
the peoaeer was peeled from every wall 
as cleanly as an orange skin. 

President Jordan and his family were 
at home at the time of the earthquake, 
and describe the sensation as similar to 
being at sea in a heavy gale, Dr. Jordan 
is a well-known authority on seismic 
phenomena, and has experienced many 
earthquakes in this and other countries, 
He believes the shock of April 18 was 
not only one of the severest, but also one 
of longest in duration on record, 

Passing the old assembly hall and 
library, which was not much damaged, I 
reached the main quadrangle, which from 
the outside shows little of the effects of 
the earthquake. Inside, however, is the 
scene of the greatest disaster the uni- 
versity has suffered. The memorial 
chapel, the pride of the institution and 
one of the most exquisitely finished of 
modern buildings in the world, has been 
damaged terribly. The interior of this 
chapel was almost entirely covered with 
mosaics, and every window was a gem of 
stained glass. Elaborate carving was 
everywhere. The rarest marbles were 
brought from various countries, and the 
delicacy of their design prevented the 
whole from becoming overornate. One 
fault there was in the architecture of 
the exterior, and this fault, as President 
Jordan remarked to me, caused the ruin 
of the building. The structure, which 
was built in “ mission” style, was sur- 
mounted by a Gothic spire, and this spire 
erashed through the roof and demolished 
the larger part of the interior. The chapel, 
however, has not been damaged beyond 
hope of repair. Though the mosaics of 
the nave and chancel were badly cracked, 
they can be restored, and some of the 
windows are intact. An immense 
of débris in the chancel still buries most 
of the heroic-sized marble statues of the 
prophets and apostles which stood on 
either side of the altar, but the chances 
are they are all ruined. 


In the midst of the desolation, Prest- | 


remains optimistic for the 
future of the university. Only a handful 
of students remains, and no work will 
be done until after the Summer vacation, 
but President Jordan hopes that by that 
time temporary repairs will have been 
compjeted and that soon afterward the 
work’ of reconstruction will have béen 
begun, . 

ln the meantime, careful examinations 
will be made of the various buildings and 
an attempt made to render the new 
structures as nearly earthquake-proof as 
possible. It is difficult, however, to soe 
what lessons can be learned or infer- 
ences drawn. On returning I passed 
through avenues lined with homes of the 
professors and fraternity buildings. While 
the university was carefully designed to 
withstand earthquakes, no such attempt 
was made in the case of these houses, 
and not half a dozen of the latter have 
been damaged, : 

Indeed, the recent earthquake seems to 
have been one of the most “ freakish ”’ 
ever experienced. An official of , the 
Southern Pacific Railroad tells me the 
narrow-gauge railway to Santa Cruz has 
been so badly damaged that it will be 
tnonths before trains will again be run. 
There are many tunnels on this line, and 
in various instances these tunnels, for- 
merly straight lines, are now corkscrew- 
shaped. A gentleman living near San 
José woke up to find his prized flower 
garden turned into a lake of mud, from 
which a dozen geysers were spouting

SAN FRANCISCO, April 29.—Although 
to-day was the second Sunday since the 
earthquake and fire of April 18, it was 
the first day of rest San Francisco has 
experienced since the conflagration wiped 
out half of the city and made 200,000 per- 
sons homeless. 

Last Sunday conditions were too much 
disturbed to permit of rest for the bedy 
or peace for the mind, Last week saw the 
passing of the acme of grief and desola- 
tion, and the dawn of order and rehabili- 
tation. Stock was taken of the losses and 
Plans were conceived for the future. 

To-day found every one confident of 
rapid progress from now on in .rebuilémg 
the oity. 


All possible work of a municipal chars 
acter was suspended to-day, and the 
tired officers, who for nearly two weeks 
have labored incessantly, with little sleep, 
to bring a semblance of order out of cha- 
otic conditions, took advantage of the 
lull to secure greatly needed reat and pay 
some attention to pressing personal needs. 

Probably the most important develop- 
ment of the day was the promulgation by 
Gen. Greely ¢° his plan for the distribu- 
tion of relief supplies. Reports of theft, 
deception, misappropriation, waste, and 
extravagance have been received con- 
stantly since provisions and clothing be- 
gan pouring in to succor the afflicted, 
and it is now believed that misuse of sup- 
pies will hereafter be impossible. In 
the first days after the fire there was 
little check kept of foodstuffs, the main 
idea being to provide against want, and 
many abuses arose, 

But even when the lines were more 
tightly drawn unscrupulous persons took 


advantage of the gencral distress, and it 
| was realized“that the salvation of the sit- 
uation rested with the army. 
According to the plans of Gen. Greely, 
{the unburned part of the city will be 
| divided into seven districts in charge of 
army officers, who will assume control of: 
all the relief stations now established. 
Responsible civilians will be Installed un- 
der salary at the sub-stations for clerical] 
work and daily records and checks will be 
kept. 
As the period of extreme distress has 
passed, the issuance of rations will at

A woman drives from the boat a goat 
harnessed to a little goat wagon, in which 
are all her worldly possessions.

SOME CASH FROM BANKS 


Will Partly Relieve Present Distress, 
Which Is Acute. 


From a Staff Correspondent. 

OAKLAND, Cal., April 29.—At a meet- 
ing of the Executive Committee of the San 
Francisco Clearing House, held yesterday, 
it was determined to allow depositors of 

the banks to draw out small sums at a 
bank to be opened Tuesday morning in 
the United States Mint. Not more than 
$500 will be given to any individual or 
firm. 

It is hoped that this step will help to 
relieve the suffering of a large number of 
formerly well-to-do persons, which is 
now perhaps more acute than the suffer- 
ing of the poor refugees. 

Yesterday at the Western Union office 
| here I saw a woman drive up in a large 
} motor car and beg that a telegram 6a 

| which the messenger boy had asked the 
delivery fee of 25 cents be handed to her. 
She said she had not a penny and didn’t 
know when she would have any money, 
; but that as soon as she had any she would 
|pay for the telegram. It was handed to 
j her and the manager told me there were 
hundreds of similar cases. 

The determination of the banks in the 
Clearing House Association to give re- 
Hef does not, however, apply to the sav- 
ings banks, which may not be opened for 
three weeks. Nothing will be done until 
the vaults are all opened and the books 
and accounts are available. The savings 
banks have so many thousands of deposit- 
ors that they necessarily eannot be fa- 
| miliar with the condition of the accounts 
| of more than a small percentage. The 
| commercial banks, on the other hand, are 
well acquainted with the financial status 
of most of their customers. There is 
some talk of the savings banks making 
small emérgency payments, and it is 
hoped that this will be done, as the con- 
dition of a great number of respectable 
and thrifty people is pitiable. 

At the-time when almost every class in 
the community has shown a desire to do 
everything possible to relieve the suffer-

WASHINGTON, April 29.—Only two ° 
regiments of troops, comprising in all 
about 1,350 men, will be sent to San Fran- 
cisco to reinforce those now there, in- 
stead of the 2,500 men, as originally pro- 
posed by Gen. Greely and sanctioned by 
the War Department. 
The troops to go are the First Cavalry 
from Fort Clark and Fort Sam Houston, 
Texas, and the infantry regiment from 
Fort D. A. Rugsell, Wyo. A _ telegram 
asking that only the reduced number be 
sent was received at the War Department 
to-day, and orders to that effect were 
| promptly issued. The remainder of the 
| troops originally directed to proceed to 
|San Francisco have been ordered not to 
move until further orders. 
The War Department officials decline 
to discuss the reasons for Gen. Greely's 
request, but the impression given is that 
it is probably due to a wish of the Citl- 
| zens’ Committee of San Francisco not to 
| have the Government in-ur the expense 

due to their transportation so that the 
| money may be available for relief work 
| instead. 

The transportation charge for the men 
probably would have aggregated more 
than $100,000, which can be spent’ in 
buying rations and other necessities for 
the stricken people.

The result of such action in 
Porto Rico was to pauperize instead of 
to relieve the people it was intended to 
jassist, and as long as any army officer 
lwho is familiar with that performance 
lhas anything to say about distribution 
of relief there will be mighty few dollars 
handed out. 

No one here has ever had any thought 
but that {t was the intention of Congress 
in making its appropriations for San 
Francisco to provide food and shelter for 
the homeless.

The Rev. Dr. Hall’s Sermon on the San 
Francisco Disaster. 


At the Church of the Divine Paternity, 
Central Park West and Seventy-sixth

“Public Calamities and Divine Provi- 
dence.” He said, in part: 

“In attempting to explain such calami- 
ties as followed the eruption of Vesuvius 
and the California earthquake we make 
several suppositions. 

“First, we make the atheistic supposi- 
tion—thsre is no God, the world ts under 
the dominion of a blind and heartless 
force that creates with knowledge and 
destroys without pity. That is an easy 
solution of the problem, But, having made 
this hypothesis, we find ourselves con- 
fronted by a still more difficult prob- 
The human. soul thirsts for God 
as the hart thirsts for the water brook. 
Strange that the hart should thirst if 
there is no water brook. Strange that 
we cannot rest until we rest in the 
thought of God, if there ts no God. 

“And then, having ruled out the idea 
of God, we are left to account for ,the

At the time of the Johnstown flood Con- 
gress was not in session, and when it re- 
convened it did nothing about the dis- 
| aster. Similarly it was not in session at 
ithe time of the Charleston earthquake. 
| When it met after that disaster it voted 
money for’‘the rebuilding and repair of 
the Government buildings which had been 
damaged, and that was all. 

After the destruction wrought by a 
}tornado in St, Louis Congress passed a 
| resolution of sympathy, but did not ap- 
propriate a Gollar or do anything else to 
give a practical expression to its sym- 
pathy. The great Baltimore fire two 
years ago found Congress in session, al- 
| most within sight of the flames, but not 
jonly was there no appropriation 
| money, there was not even a resolution 
| of sympathy. 

The great wave which swept over Gal- 
veston cost more than twenty-five times 
as many lives as were lost in San Fran- 
| cisco and destroyed much more property. 
In Galveston there was not a dollar of 
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} 
} 
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universe on the theory of chance. The 
man who should attempt to account for 
the existence “of the Bible by saying that 
it simply happened to come into existence, 
that it had no intelligent creator, would 
be thought insane. 

“Then let us suppose that this world is 
the battling ground for two conflicting 
powers. The power of God we will call 
God, the power of evil we will call the 
devil. God made the universe perfect, and

comes the question, Why does not God de- 
the devil, or render him powerless? 
If He can and will not, then He consents 
to the evil which the devil performs and 
is responsible for it. If He would and 
can not, then the devil is the real God of 
the universe. So that supposition does not 
satisfy us, 

“This world is under the dominion of 
certain natural forces, which work al- 
ways in accordance with law. No doubt 
the people of San Francisco were reckless 
and heedless in the presence of well- 
known facts, as are the people of New 
York. Is God to blame because He did 
not perform a miracle for the benefit of 
people who had defied the forces of 
nature to do their worst—building their 
houses on a quagmire, or erecting enor- 
rous structures covered with ornaments 
which must be ehaken to pieces at the 
first serious jar of the earth?

Col. Savage Expects Tacoma and 
Seattle to Join. 


SURE OF ’FRISCO’S FUTURE 


Former Governor of Nebraska Pointe 
to Chicago’s Rise from Her 
Ashes as a Precedent. 


Col. HB. P. Savage of Tacoma, former 
Governor of Nebraska, who wes a gucst 
of the ex-lowans in New York at their 
first annual dinner on Saturday, spoke 
enthusiastically to a Trams reporter of 
the future of San Francisco and the West 
in general. Col. Savage is almost a giant 
in stature, a picturesque character of the 
rugged Western type, and thoroughly fa- 
miliar with life on the frontier. 

“What do I think of San Franotsco's 
future?” said the former Governon, oa 
humorous smile puckering the corners of 
his mouth. 

“I have IMved tn the West since 1842, 
and I want to tell you, young man, that 
from the Canadian border to the Gulf 
and from the Mississippi and Missouri to 
the coast, there has never been suoh 
Prosperity as now.” 

The Colonel's eyes glowed and his chest 
swelled with pride as his mind’s eye con- 
templated the great West. 

“TI saw Chicago rise from its ashes, 
young man, and there igs your answer so 
far as San Francisco is concerned, It is 
true, however, that capital is shy and a 
burned child dreads the fire, 

“T regard San Francisco as the third 
hustling, bustling, ‘git up and git’ city 
in the country. New York, of course, 
comes first, and Chicago is second. We 
are going to have just as large cities on 
the Pacific Coast as you have on the At- 
lantic, and it won’t take half as long to 
build them. 

“Here I want to make a prediction. 
There will be a bigger city than New 
York on Puget Sound in fifty years, 
Seattle and Tacoma are bound to umite, 
Their centres are now but twenty-five 
miles apart. 

“You can see more of the beauties 
of nature on Puget Sound for 50 cents 
than you can see on the Atlantio Coast 
for $100. Of course, on the other hand, 
you can see more art in New York for 
50 cents than you can see on the Pacific 
Coast for any amount of money. 

“Look at Tacoma! In 1870 the popula- 
tion was 73, in 1880 it was 1,008, in 1900 
it was 87,714, at the beginning of this 
year it was 85,000, and it will reach 100,- 
000 before Jan. 1, 1907. 

“Tacoma has gained an average of 
more than two new industries a month 
for the past five years. It nufactures 
more lumber than any other city in the 
world. More flour is milled there than 
in any other city west of the Rocky 
Mountains, and more ore is reduced there 


| than in any other city west of the Rock- 


les. It has the largest meat-packing in- 
dustry west of Denver, and the largest 
fisheries plant in the United States. It is 
the Western headquarters of several lines 
of railroads, and the Great Northern, the 
Chicago, Milwaukee & St. Paul, and the 
Southern Pacific are building to it. The 
Canadian Pacific and Chicago & North- 
western are sure to follow. Tacoma 
handles more railway freight than any 
other city in the Pacific Northwest. 

“I must be pardoned for speaking in 
such glowing terms of the town in which 
I live, but I am only citing Tacoma as 
an illustration of the great expansion in 
the West.” 


THE EARTHQUAKE’S LESSONS. 


Dr. MacArthur Says the “ Muck-Rak- 
ers” Have Been Rebuked. 


The San Francisco earthquake and the 
lessons {t has taught were the theme yes- 
terday morning of the Rev. Dr. Robert 
Stuart MacArthur in Calvary Baptist 
Church in West Fifty-seventh Street. 
Dr. MacArthur's text was from First 
Kings, xix., 12: “ After the earthquake a 
fire,'* * * and after the fire a still 
small voice." 

Dr. MacArthur sald that the Pacific 
Coast’s tragedy Indicated the fallibility of 
scientists. He also declared that the gen- 
erosity following the calamity was a re- 
buke to the “ muck-rake” writers. He 
added: 

“This generosity ts a crushing rebuke 
to those who have affirmed that the 
‘almighty dollar’ governed the American 
people. Muck-rake writers have portrayed 
the people and the great corporations as 
if they were human hyenas, but the very 
men who were thus excoriated proved 
their generosity by their enormous gifts, 
All class distinctions have been forgotten, 
and the people are giving money with a 
generosity that the world has never be- 
fore witnessed. 

“Out of this great disaster will come | 
good; San Francisco will be rebulflt and 


wili then become truly a city beautiful.” |

INSULAR CORPORATION ACT. 


New Law for the Philippines Prepared 
After United States Models. 


WASHINGTON, April 29.—The Philip- 
pine-Commission has just enacted a cor- 
| porations law patterned after the corpora- 
tion acts generally in force in the United 
States. The act was prepared by Com- 
| missioner James F. Smith, who will suc- 
| cead Gov. Ide as Governor General of the 
| Philippine Islands on Sept. 15 of this 
year. 

Fivo or more persons, not exceeding 
| fifteen, a maiority being residents of the 
islands, may incorporate by filing arti- 
cies of incorporation with the proper of- 
ficer of the Insular Government, the prin- 
clpal office of the company to be in the 
islands. The life of the corporation may 
be for any period up to fifty years. Be- 
fore ‘ncorporation only 20 per cent. of 
the capital stock need be subscribed, and 
25 per cent. of the subscription paid in. 
The incorporation fee is only $12.50 in

The act contains special provisions re- 


garding 1ailroad companies, banking and 
trust corporations, insurance and relig- 
fous corporations, building and loan cor- 
porations, «nd colleges and other institu- 
tions of learning. 

American and other foreign corpora- 
tions may qvalify to do business in the 
Islands by obtaining a lieense 
from the proper officer of the Insular 
Government. To secure a license a cor- 
poration, it Is announced, need only show 
that it is financially sound, and file a 
statement setting forth the nature of its 
business, the amount of its capital stock, 
its assets and liabilities, &c., and 
name of its responsible local agent. 
license fee is $25 in gold,

Some estimates of 
the exodus indicate that the population 
of the city will be reduced by a large 
percentage, permanently, or at least until 
the loss can be made up by the future 
growth of the city. On the other haad. it 
is claimed that artisans and others who 
will be drawn to the city while it is re- 
building will pooee a material offset to 

depopulation of the city which has 
resulted from the earthquake and confla- 
gration.

The 
day before the fire the United Railways 
Company of Baltimore operated 621 cars 
over 34 lines, and its receipts amounted 
to $15,298.

Tie receipts on the day 
after the fire, therefore, were only about 
14 per cent. of those on the day before 
the fire. This was a reduction of 88 per 
cent. in car mileage and of S84 per cent. in 
passenger receipts compared with the 
corresponding day of the previous year. 

sy the end of February the comparison 
with the previous year showed a reduction 
of only 35.1 per cent. in car mileage and 
of 22.8 per cent. in passenger receipts. 
The decreases for the month of March, 
the month after the fire, were 22.43 per 
cent. in mileage and 6.65 per cent. in re- 
ceipts; for April 10.15 in mileage and 1.17 
per cent. in receipts. in May the tide 
was turned, and the receipts that month 
compared with those of the same month 
the year before showed an increase of 
$7,364, equal to 1.5 per cent. For the full 
year 14 the. receipts of the company 
amounted to $5,451,180, a decrease of only 
oo compared with the receipts in 
OOS. 

In the case of Paterson the effects of 
the fire of Feb. 9 and the flood of Feb. 16, 
102, on the earnings of the street railway 
lines of that town were almost negligible. 
The earnings of the Paterson lines of the 
Public Service Corporation for the month 
of February, 1902, amounted to $25,939, 
compared with $26,029 in February, 111.

'KAISER’S ENVOY SEES'YACHTS 


|Commander Hebbinghaus Algo. Goes 


Over International Race: Course. 


Special to The New York Times. 


BOSTON, Mass., April 29.—After arranging 
with the Eastern Yacht Club ait the details 
for the international yacht ‘races between 
German and American boats, Commander Heb- 
binghaus of the Imperial German Navy, rep- 
resenting the Kalser, to-day inspected the 
course off Marblehead, over which the Ger- 
man-American races will be sailed in Septem- 
ber. He also saw several of the boats building 
for the elimination trials. 

Commander Hebbinghaus was the guest of 
the Regatta Committee of the Eastern Yacht 
Club, who gave him every facility to examine 
the craft that are preparing for the defense 
of the Roosevelt Cup. He was met at a Bos- 
ton dock by the committee and taken on a 
tug to Marblehead and Manchester, where he 
visited the three shops where boats for the 
match are under construction. 

After returning to Boston, Commanjler Heb- 
binghaus expressed himself as delighted with 
the trip, saying the courtesy of the committee 


and the absence of the usual secrecy which has 
marked the management of previous interna- 
tional contests during the preliminary stages, 
was most pleasing. 

He belleved, he said, that the American de- 
signers had gone to the limit allowed by the 
German Sonderklasse rule, under which the 
boats for the match are designed. ‘‘ The 
boats I have seen,’’ he said, ‘‘ are big for the 
rule. The designers have taken all they can 
get.” 

Fourteen boats heve been ordered for the 
trials, with a possibility of two others bbing 
ordered in a few days. Three New York de- 
signers, three in Boston, and N. G. Herreshoff 
are represented by the boats thus far ordered, 
qe one amateur designer from Boston in the 

st. 

Commander Hebbinghaus says nine boats 
are already being built in Germany for the 
trials to be held in July at Kiel, one of which 
Crown Prince. Three of these will 
be sent to this country to contest in the match, 
which will be held in September.

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THE MORTGAGE TAX BILL. 

The situation of the amended Re- 
corded Mortgage Tax bill in the State 
Senate is peculiar and is not creditable 
to those who are respensibie for it. 

The bill removes all the objections to 
the one passed by a vote of 49 to 18 in 
the Senate made in the veto message of 
Gov. Hiecins. Logically and in effect 
it is therefore the Governor's bill, and 
he is committed by his past course to 
it. It is a necessary inference that he 
would sign it if it were sent to him, It 
is a bill unquestionably approved by a 
majority of the Senate as well as by a 
mejority of the Assembly, and it has 
general public approval.

The twin of the Republican tariff 
policy is the currency policy, and it is 
a little remarkable that relief from 
both mercies is the first thought in 
time of trouble.

Upon the oontrary both are best adapt- 
ed to daily life, and to the habitual eas- 
ing of the emergencies constantly aris- 
ing, and which to the individual may be 
as serious as what is happening is to 
San Francisco.

OTHER CITIES ON THE SLOPE. 

Wall Street in its sordid and cynical 
way has been guessing that now was 
the time of harvest for San Fran- 
cisco’s rival ports to the north. It may 
be s0, and yet the facts are more 
agreeable than Wall Street’s uncharit- 
able peering into the future, 

Doubtless there will be some overflow 
from San Francisco’s commerce north- 
ward for a time, and its difficulty will 
be the opportunity of Portland and 
Seattle and the Sound region. But the 
cities of that region are acting like the 
knights who roamed about seeking to 
do some small deed of virtue for their 
ladies’ sakes. Portland, for example, 
had given San Francisco $150,000 some 
time since, and has not yet stopped 
its generosity. The Lewis and Clark 
Exposition surplus of $100,000 is said 
to be destined for the relief of the 
rival city to the south, and a like dis- 
position will probably be made of the 
" Heppner ” disaster fund surplus, 

The sister cities upon the Pacific 
slope are acting in a manner to shame 
sneerers and cynics, and it is agreeable 
to believe that it is not necessary for 
either or any of them to suffer that 
the others may profit. All cannot 
profit equally, but those who see 
furthest into the future believe that 
all of them have their years of greatest 
profit ahead instead of behind them, 
in this case they are ikelier # to | 
divide surpluses than deficits, even in 
times of check to prosperity. 


INSURANCE INVESTMENTS. 

Out of over twenty stocks selected 
for their large declines in Friday’s 
market less than one-half were rep- 
resented upon the Hst of insurance} 
company investments, for the simple 
reason that their character does not 
entitle them to rank in such choice 
company. The total owned by the in- 
surance companies among the other 
half, which was represented among 
the market’s chief sufferers, was in 
the neighborhood of $5,000,000. Of 
that moderate total only a fraction 
was sold, if any. If history is to re- 
peat itself it may be supposed that 
the insurance companies’ sales will be 
made to better advantage than in the 
disordered markets ‘which have fol- 
lowed San. Francisco’s disaster. That 
was how history was made at Balti- 
more. 

The talk about insurance invest- 
ment liquidation is overdone, and 
has a hypothetical explanation anal- 
ogous to the amiable suggestions 
sometimes made by advocates of low- 
er prices regarding the needy condi- 
tions of those whose property they 
wish to acquire. If there were any 
insurance companies that are worried 
by active rivals now would be a good 


time to hinder their competitive ac- 
tivities by suggestions regarding the 
inadvisability of doing business with 
them. Ordinary prudence dictates that 
all such suggestions should be dili- 
gently sifted before acceptance, Every 
insurer owes that to himself, and it 
is part of the duty to San Francisco 
not to allow any unnecessary schemes 
of market wrecking to be accomplished 
on or off the Exchange. 


A QUID PRO QUO. 

It is a great deal harder to kill the 
Ship Subsidy bill than it is to les- 
wen the difficulties in the way of San 
Francisco’s rebuilding. Gen. Gros- 
VreNOR has just repeated the familiar 
assertion that “two hundred millions 
of dollars were taken out of the pock- 
ets of the American people last year 
and paid over to the labor of the vari- 
ous countries of Burope which have 
wisdom enough and sense enough to 
patronize the merchant marine.” 

He neglected to add that the sum 
paid was not a gift to the amount of a 
penny, but was for value received. It 
would be impossible to receive equal 
benefits from Americans if the law re- 
quired payment of the freight money 
to them. Americans would have to 
underbid foreign competition to get the 
business, and the payment of the sub- 
sidy would only add to the cost of the 
service. The fact that the added cost 
would be paid by the taxpayers does 
not alter the fact that the service would 
be more costly, and to that extent a 
burden upon the National commerce,

Sewers. have proved with some ap- 
proach to conclusiveness 
that they resulted from the careless dis- 
position made of waste gasoline at the 
Many garages that have been estab- 
lished in that part of the city. It has 
long been known that relations with 
the horse, especially in the matters of 
buying and selling him, have a measurably 
deleterious effect on human morals, and 
the horse trade has come to stand apart 
from other commercial transactions as 
something ahmost sure, in every instance, 
to illustrate the last possibilities of—well, 
call it enterprise and acuteness, , But the 
dealers in horses, both by observation and 
by tradition, are a genial, jovial company, 
disposed to be kindly of manner and to 
trouble nobody not made “ of wild nature” 
by the rules of the horse-trading game. 
The automobile, alas, also seems to have a 
regrettable effect on its human associates, 
and these effects, so far as yet studied, 
are not mitigated by the incidental de- 
velopment of humor and kindness, even 
though they be somewhat rude and ele- 
mental. In not every case, of course, but 
in all too many, people who have anything 
to do with automobiles, as owners, chauf- 
feurs, invited passengers, or meré care- 
takers of one sort or another, apparently 
get the impression that these machines 
have somehow acquired and somehow 
bestow all the rights and privileges there 
are, and that tho interests, conveniences, 
and safety of the non-automobilious world 
are too small for further consideration. 
This statement of the case is wide open to 
the charge of exaggeration, but we all 
know what happens on about all the roads 
there are every day, and now comes the 
revelation that these garage folk have 
been coolly turning into the sewers one of 
the most subtle and dangerous of ex- 
plosives—doing it, too, after repeated little 
disasters had given plain warning that the 
practice, if continued, was sure in time to 
produce a big catastrophe. Of course, 
gasoline, having now become a rather ex- 
pensive liquid, {s ngt thrown away or 
allowed to leak away; what gets into the 
sewers has been used in the cleaning of 
oiled machinery and so made valueless as 
fuel. Thus contaminated, however, it tis 
none the less volatile and explosive, and it 
is almost inconceivable that anybody not 
the victim of some strange mental and 
moral deterioration would think of letting 
it run into conduits that connect with 
every city building. The peril of sewers 
filled with a violently explosive gas is 
very great—how great is only hinted by 
what has already happened at scores of 
manholes, -

FIRE INSURANCE RATES. 


Menace In Smith Anti-Compact Bill 
Now Before Legislature. 


To the Nditor of The New York Timea: 

The passage in the Assembly of the so- 
called Smith Anti-Compact bill, which has 
for its avowed purpose the crushing of 
what does not exist— the Fire Insurance 
Trust "—is a greater menace to the mer- 
cantile interests of the Stata than it is 
to the fire insurance companies, 

Fire insurance rates are very largely, 
and especially in this city, computed by 
the application of a detailed schedule, 
which charges for each structural defect 
and gives credit for every unusual fire- 
fighting device, the result being that each 
property owner makes his own rate. Could 
anything be fairer than this method of 
arriving at a proper charge? 

No one company could afford without 
greatly increasing its rates to do this 
work, hence there is an organization 
which does it for all companies, minimiz- 
ing the expense to each. 

New York merchants had trouble to get 
needed good insurance before the San 
Francisco conflagration, and after the fire 
losses in that city are paid or charged as 
liability there will be mighty little sound 
insurance to be had, and it behooves the 
civic organizations, like the Chamber of 
Commerce, Retail Merchants’ Association, 
Board of Trade and Transportation, Mer- 
chants’ Association, &c., to oppose the pas- 
sage of this bill in the Senate. The fire in- 
surance Interests need fostering, not club- 
bing. Supply and demand—competition— 
control the making of fire insurance rates, 
and the combinations are necessary for 
the economical conduct of the business. 
If the rates charged are too high, if they 
yield an undue profit, why not start new 
fire insurance companies? Any one with 
$200,000 can start a fire insurance com- 
pany under the laws of New York State, 
but very few are started, and it is harder 
for a new company to have success than 
it is for a camel to go through the eye 
of a needle, or a rich man to keep out of 
hades.

Mr. Roosevelt has given his countrymen 
something to talk about by opening a new 
Congress committee room with a lay sermon 
on ‘‘The Man with the Muck-Rake,” and 
predicting a legislative ourb on the excesses 
of wealth. According to some of his hear- 
ers, the subject matter of the President's ad- 
dress was nothing less than “ advanced Social- 
ism,’’ but to English ideas his suggestions for 
the regulation of private wealth scarcely over- 
stepped the boundaries of the commonplace. 
‘A progressive tax on the_transfer of fortunes 
swollen beyond healthy limits’ would be a 
milder enactment than we have already ex- 
isting in the United Kingdom, where wealth 
scarcely gets beyond the region of a “‘ modest 
competence " before the death duties proceed 
to measure it with their progressive scale. 
For a nation which has no income tax and 
no death duties to talk about Socialism is, 
indeed, to cry out long before one is hurt.

Not long ago Representative Robert Agams 
of Philadelphia presented to the House in 
Washington a bill to establish a whipping post 
for wife-beaters in the District of Columbia. 
Col, Hepburn testified that 508 women had 
been beaten in the Nation's capital within two 
years. As Mr. Adams was a bachelor his bill 
was received with great hilarity by the ma- 
jority, but i¢ struck me at the time that if 
these lawmakers of the Nation were to re- 
ceive @ taste of what to them was a source 
of amusement for the time being they would 
probably view the matter in a different light. 
Their exouse was that the whipping post would 
still more * brutalize the brute.”” Perhaps it 
would, but it seems to me the punishment 
should be such as to prevent the sentence 
being received with scorn in a court of jus- 
tice.

Do We Lead In Crime? 
From The London Globe. 

As is inevitable in all new countries, the 
‘number of crimes is very high in the United 
States of America, but the New York papers 
assert that the crimes committed last year 
are far in excess of those perpetrated in pre- 
ceding years. EXmbezzlements, forgeries, and 
fraudulent bankruptcies were much higher 
last year than in 1904, and the proceeds of 
robberies and swindles reached within measur- 
able distance of £10,000,000. The number of 
murders was over 9,000, and of suicides near- 
ly 10,000, and with regard ‘to the latter it is 
curious to note that the number of men was 
doublé that of the women, and that medical 
men headed the list, There was a falling off 
in lynching, as there were only 66 victims, 61 
being negroes and 5 white men, but the num- 
ber of legal executions rose to 133. Hitherto 
Italy aldne surpassed’ the United States in the 
number of criminals, but now/America has 
taken the lead. Last year, in every 1,000,000 
inhabitants the States had 115 known crim- 
inals, while Italy had 105, England 27, France 
19, and Germany 18. This is a most appalling 
record, but it would be still more intéresting 
to learn the origin of this army of criminals, 
how many were born in America, and how 
many came from foreign countries, Probably 
if the undesirable alien were. allowed such 
free access as he is even now In England, the 
statistics of criminality would be even worse.

authors by greatly exaggerating this sen- 
timentality. What was his astonishment 
after its publication to have it taken by 
the public with the utmost seriousness, 
resulting in his securing far more fame 
and money from it than he had seoured 
from any of his really scientific works! 

Mr. Gaylord Wilshire finds himself the 
hero of a similar comedy as a result of 
his letter in Tam Trmtzs of April 24. In 
this letter with apparent seriousness he 
maintains the proposition that the earth- 
quake at San Francisco is really a great 
benefit, because it creates a market for 
business men and helps workingmen by 
giving work to many who are out of a 
job and raising the wages of those who 
already have jobs. He closes with the 
remark that this earthquake “will do 
more to continue prosperity than any 
event that has happened since the Russo- 
Japanese war.”’ 

Any one who has any intelligent knowl- 
edge of Socialism will readily perceive the 
sarcasm of this letter in its implying that 
catastrophes are necessary te continus 
“ prosperity” under the existing system, 
That Mr. Wilshire considers this system 
as diseased is indicated by his saying 
that catastrophes are needed as a remedy 
for overproduction, “just as a man who 
is threatened with apoplexy may be bene 
fited by a blood letting.” ; 

What then, must have been his sur 
prise to find how this letter has ‘been re- 
ceived! The editor of TH Times appar- 
ently failed to see the sarcasm, for he 
put the letter under the heading, “ Finds 
Good in Disaster. Mr. Wilshire Points 
to the Demand for Goods and Work- 
men.” The editor of The Evening Post, 
also, seems to have failed to see the sar- 
casm, for in an editorial on April 24 he 
says Mr. Wilshire regards the earthquake 
“joyously ’’ and advises him to help to 
create prosperity by stripping himself 
to the shirt frequently.

The Way to Carry Books. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

Among a number of orders of the Superin- 
tendent of the Board of Education to the Prin- 
cipals and teachers is one affecting the health 
and carriage of the children. It reads thus: 
‘Pupils should be required to carry thelr 
books on the right side on even days of the 
month and on the left side on odd days of the 
month.”’ It is argued that by thus alternating 
the strain on the backbone a cause of spinal 
curvature may be avoided. 

How to make this order effective is what is 
troubling the teachers. A child’s memory ig 
such a fickle thing that some difficulty is 
found in having even much simpler orders car- 
ried out. The question has also been raised 
whether an order sho.id not be given naming 
the number of books to be carried each day. 
If flve books are carried on an odd day and 
six on an even day a certain amount of injury 
may result. That the order is safe and sane 
no one will question who has had experience ig 
carrying a bundle of books for a considerable 
distance. The strain is no small matter. If it 
calls attention to the need of alternating the 
strain some good will have been done. A pupil 
may, however, with good reason, carry his 
books half way home on the right side and on 
the left side the remainder of the way.

EDUCATORS IN A DUEL. 


Prof. Dickey Kills Prof. Duff, a Super- 
intendent of Schools. ’

DEMING, N. M., April 29.—Prof. W. H. 
Dickey, Superintendent of the Deming 
Public Schools, to-day shot and instantly 
killed Prof. U. Francis Duff, Superintend- 
ent of the Luna County Schools, one of 
the most prominent educators in New 
Mexico and a student of archaeology, who 
had achieved a National reputation by his 
writings. 

The shooting took place shortly after 
noon in front of the Post Office in the 
main street of Deming. Dickey had been 
driving about town in a buggy during 
the morning,, and had passed Prof. Duff 
several times. As he drove in front of 
the Post Office, Duff stepped out, draw- 
ing a revolver, and called to Dickey to 
stop, 

Dickey drew his revolver, leaped from 
the buggy, and opened fire. Both pistols 
cracked at once. Prof. Duff fell dead with 
a bullet through the head. Dickey was 
shot in the side, but is not believed to be 
fatally hurt. 

For some months there had been enmity 
between the men, arising from differences 
in connection with the management of 
the Deming schools, although it is hinted 
that personal matters have also entered 
into the quarrel. It is said that Duff had

Athietics Give Up Young Centre 
Fielder for the Veteran. 


When the Greater New Yorks appear in the 
game with Boston at American League Park 
to-day a new man will be seen in centre 
field.

Automobile Notes of Interest, 


The Chicago Automobile Club is taking up | 


the question of endurance contests, and it {s 
proposed to hold a four-State reliability auto- 


mobile tour. Between 800 and 1,000 miles will 
be covered in stages of about 100 miles a day. 
A committee {s now at work drawing up the 
plans. 


Automobilists in this city who have been 
troubled by the persistency of chauffeurs in so- 
leciting commissions from dealers and garages 
will learn with pleasure that the same trouble 
has been experienced in Chicago. To put a 
stop to this habit, the Chicago Automobile 


Club has prepared a list of chauffeurs who | 


have been notorious in exacting these heavy 
commissions, and {t is proposed to publish the 
list for the benefit of the members and the 
trade. 

Arthur J. Willis, a tire expert of Akron, 
Ohio, gives some good advice on the care of 
automobile tires. He says that care should be 
taken to inflate the tires just enough so that 
when the car is loaded with passengers the 
weight will not cause the tires to bulge out on 
the side but very slightly. With too much 
bulging on the sides the tires will be flattened 
and thereby weakened by long driving. 

Another year or two may witness a big in- 
crease in the number of steam cars, for it {s 
rumored ‘that several makers, who are not in 
the licensed association, are preparing to make 
steamers jn case the courts sustain the Selden 
patent. 

There are a good many motor cars in Shang- 
hai and {it is said few arrests are made. In 
case of trouble the police take the name of the 
owner and the number of the car, but unless 
some one is killed or badly tnjured prosecution 
seldom follows. Most of the motorists employ 
French or Chinese chauffeurs. The latter are 
very unsatisfactory. They readily grasp the 
mechanical part of their work, and some of 
them are good operators, although the majority 
are very careless. 

Since the advent of the two six-cylinder Ford 
demonstrating cars at the local branch, 1,723 
Broadway, they have been busy from 8 o’clock 
in the morning until 10 or 11 at night demon- 
strating their qualities to prospective pur- 
chasers. The six-cylinder type has taken a 
firm hold on the buying public in New York. 
The motor is equipped with two separate igni- 
tion systems—battery and high-tension mag- 
neto, and it has never been necessary other 
than for the purpose of starting the motor, to 
use the battery. These cars Gevelop a full 
forty horse power, and, in addition to their hill- 
climbing — show a speed of fifty-five 
miles per hour.

A week before the catastrophe at San

was loaning at 25 per cent. A few days 
previously the banks had reported a defi- 
cit, the first at this season since 1882, 
and relief for the money market had be- 
}ecome urgently necessary. The now- 
| famous plan for the facilitation of gold 
| imports announced by Secretary Shaw on 
| Saturday, April 14, enabled the banks to 
| obtain in that week advances of $12,000,- 
000 from the Government against that 
lamount of gold taken abroad, and on 
| Tuesday, April 17, the day before the 
earthquake at San Francisco, an addi- 
| tlenal $1,100,000 was secured. These spe- 
cial deposits had made it possible for the 
| banks to report on Saturday, April 14, a 
surplus instead of the deficit reported the 
| previous week, and to reduce call money 
| from 25 per cent. to 6 per cent. or less. 
When the extraordinary demands for 
cash were made by the banks in San 
Francisco the New York market again 
availed itself of the special deposits au- 
thorized by Secretary Shaw, and on Fri- 
day, April 20, gold to the amount of 
$6,370,000 was engaged abroad, and made 
limmediately available for the banks in 
this city. Again, last week $10,000,000 
more gold was taken in the same manner. 
The advances which have been made by 
the Government against gold imports, the 
amounts which have been repaid by the 
banks upon the receipt of gold from 
abroad, and the balance of such special 
deposits remaining in the banks are 
shown by the following table:

BERLIN, April 29.—There was no 
change in the tone of the Boerse last 
week. Business was dull and the re-

The San Francisco disaster, in view 
of the large interest of German capi- 
tal in American securities, exercised 
an unfavorable influence, while from 
the same cause German fire insurance 
companies will incur a heavy direct 
loss, 

The Aachen-Muenchener Insurance 
Company states that its losses amount 
to fully $5,000,000, Shares in the com- 
panies concerned have fallen heavily. 

Generally speaking, slackness of bus- 
iness prevented any marked fluctua- 
tions during the week, but in the last 
few days iron shares showed a tend- 
ency to rise in consequence of the an- 
nouncement by the American Govern- 
ment of the contemplation of the re- 
mission of import duties on steel and 
other building materials for twelve 
months on account of the demand ex- 
pected from San Francisco.
